opportunity to work. 
T here is unquestioned basis for the 
statem ent th a t a reply has been d ra ft­ 
ed In answ er to th e last com m un ica­ 
tion of the strik ers announcing th eir 
w illingness to go to w ork upon the ap­ 
pointm ent of a co m m ittee of a rb itra ­

through the m edium of M ayor Ciliium. 
It Is understood th a t th e le tte r will
